"The Chairman opened the meeting by noting 
that, in view of General Strong's impending retire- 
ment, this would probably be his last attendance at 
USIB as Chairman of the Critical Collection Problems 
Committee (CCPC). Mr. McCone expressed 
appreciation not only for himself but also for USIB 
and others in the intelligence community for the great 
service which General Strong had rendered through 
the years.
